$101.141; J. 8. Bates & Co., $100.53. Each 
bid was accompanied by a certified check 
for $30,000. 

The award was made to Turner person- 
ally, and the bank of which he is presi- 
dent is not involved in the transaction. 

Mr. Turner promptly disposed of nearly 
the entire issue at prices which enabled 
him to make a quick profit of several thou- 
sand dollars. Two hours after the openin 
of bids the representative of a large bon 
concern in New York called him up over 
the long-distance telephone and offered him 
$10 for his bargain. He laughed and told 
the man who made the offer io raise it 
several thousands and then talk business. 

At the price paid by Turner the bonds 
will return net about 2% per cent. They 
will be dated Sept. 1 and will expire on the 
same date next year.

Arkansas Man’s Interesting Collection 
the Result of Thirty Years’ 
Persistent Effort. 


Aug. 27.—Frank How- 
land's collection of minerals, geological 
specimens and Indian relics, which he has 
been 30 years in accumulating, is now one 
of the most valuable private collections in 
this country. His home has been especial- 
ly designed to provide for a disp.ay of his 
treasures. In some of the cases the shelves 
are plate glass, swung on brass chains; 
in others there are graduated step shelves 
on which the specimens are carefully cx- 
hibited. 

To enumerate the varieties would be to 
make a list columns long, but amoung the 
most noticeab'e are the large specimens 
of amethyst in various shades. Chief 
among the erystals is a perfect cross of 
Hot Springs diamonds, which is mounted 
op black velvet in a gold frame, and is one 
of Mr. Howland’s most cherished posses- 


sions. 

There are opals from Mexico, pearls from 
Arkansas, brilliantly colored stones from 
islands of the sea, while the collection of 
minerals and ores is made up of specimens 
from all parts of the world that range in 
size from diamonds no larger than a needle 
eye to massive diamond rock pieces weigh- 
ing 120 pounds. 

Frere are in the collection specimens of 
clay with the diamonds imbedded, quartz 
with yellow gold showing in pockets. curi- 
ous formations of a combination of metals 
and stunes and a few crystals, inside which 
an imprisoned drop of water can be seen 
following the motion of the stone. 

The Indian relics comprise wearing ap- 
parel, beaded work and leather goods and 
a large col.ection of pottery, every piece 
of which is valuable because genuine, most 
of it being obtained by Mr. Howland him- 
self or under his supervision. 

The latest addition to this collection is 
a bowl which he recently unearthed from 
@ mound, and which was found in the 
skeieton hand of an Indian who ages ago 
had been buried under the sand mound. 
The skeleton was in a sitting posture when 
discovered. A string of wampum beads 
was also found in this grave. 

Among the most valuable pleces in the 

ttery collection is a head bowl, which 

esign is quite rare. There are also sev- 
eral pieces in the animal design and one 
large bowl. 

The collection of prehistoric specimens is 
large and interesting and tells in broken 
chapters the story of vegetation In the 
carboniferous age.

Change Boundaries. 


IT ONCE “SWITCHED” ISLAND 


Changed Channel Overnight, and 


Residents Want to Know in 
What State They Live. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 27.—‘‘The jurisdic- 
tion of the states and the status of citizens 
do not change with every freak of the 
Missouri river. If they did a large portion 
of Nebraska population might go to bed a. 
night in N@ébraska and get up in the same 
spot in the morning in Missouri.” 

So declares the attorney-general in a brie? 
filed in the Supreme Court in the case of 
the State of Missouri against the State oi 
Nebraska. The controversy relates to the 
jurisdiction of McKissick’s isiand in the 
Missouri river. The island is claimed by) 
both Nomaha County, Nebraska, and Atch- 
ison County, Missouri. 

On the night of July 5, 1867, the Missouri 
river playfully detached the island pre- 
einct from the Nebraska mainland, opened 
up a 15-mile channel and taid the founda- 
tion for a gigantic lawsuit between the two 
states.

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FOREIGNERS HOLD 
GOVERNMENT JOBS 


Assistants in Congregational Library 
at Washington Seelcted With an 
Eye to Efficiency Only. 


POLITICIANS GROWL AT LOSS 


Desirable Places, Which Are Worth 
Much as Vote-Getters Go to Ex- 
perts From Abread. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Senators and 
representatives who come to Washington 
in search of appointments for  poiitical 
workers whose support they need in their 
campaigns this year are pained at the dis- 
covery that many of the highest salaried 
piaces in the ake library are held 
by foreigners. This fact becomes more ex- 
asperating when it is realized that the li- 
brary is the one branch of the govcrnment 
service, outside of the capitol, where civil 
service rules do not close the dowr vf hope 
to the politician with an ambition to get on 
the federal pay roll. 

A western member of the House, com- 
menting on the official register of the li- 
brary, declared that it contained so many 
names of foreigners that it suggested the 
passelger ligt of an immigrant steamer. 

He said it was a curious thing to him 
that Herbert Putnam, the librarian, did not 
fill the library berths with American citl- 
zens who assist in making history on eiec- 
tion day, instead of going to Norway and 
Sweden and other countries of the frozen 
north and working his way down through 
Europe to synny Italy and the slopes of 
the Pyrenees In quest of assistants. 


List of Foreigners. 
Here are some of those in the list of 
Ibrary employes: Thorvald Solberg, who 


is r er of copyrights and géts a salary 
of a year; Sinagrimur Stefanasson, 
formerly of Iceland, whose salary as a 
cataloguer is $1800; Juul Dieserud, born in 
Norway, an assistant cataloguer, at $1500; 
Charles Martel; whose birthplace is the cap- 
ital of Switzerland, another cataloguer, at 
$1800; Oscar George . ore Sonneck, 
chief of the division of musi¢, whose salary 
is $2000;,Louis C. Solyom, cataloguer, from 
Poland, salary $1800. 

There are others from Ruésia, Poland, 
Hungary, Italy, Portugal, Spain and else- 
where abroad, none of whom, the western 
representative remarked with ¢motion, are 
known in the political annals of their 
adopted country. 

At the Congressional Library it was said 
that Mr. Putnam selects forei for 
places in the library becauss 
get as competent persons in. the United 

tates, The library officials, in explaining 
the librarian’s methods in 
sistants, called attention to the law under 
which brary appointments are made, 
which directs that the only qualification 
for appointment shai be fitness for rhe 
performance of the duties. 

Mr. Putnam has followéd out the letter 
of the law deppite the demands of mem- 
bers of Congress who, in the language of 
the lfbrarian, wanted ‘‘to make a dumping 
ground of the library.’’ Mr. Putnam has 
concluded that he could get a more capable 
cataloguer in Pol°~d than was available 
in South Bend, I He has not hesitated 
to send to Polan e@ ‘his man. This has 
been done in seve. instances, officials at 
the lfbrary say, to the great advantage of 
the lbrary. 


Small Salaries Satisfy Foreigners. 


The point is also made by the library 
people that foreigners do not ask sich 
high salaries as Americans, and that com- 

tent men from abroad will take a place 

n the library and remain in it, vee 
satisfied, while the appointee in this coun- 
try ig constantiy looking for a position 
that will pay him more money, which he 
will gccept the instant it is offered him, 

The foreigners at the libary, it 18 said, 
are especially auaiified for their work, as 
most of them have attended library schoo): 
in Kurope, where niecwng, classifica- 
tion and other branches of library work 
are taught. The others who have not had 
such training have had years of practical 
experience in libraries of foreign coun- 
tri

‘Nearly all of the foreigners here have 
been naturalized,” said an official at the 
library. “The idea of Mr. Putnam is to 
make the congressional] library the foun- 
tain head of all the other libraries of the 
United States and one of the world's great 
libraries. To do this he has endéavored to 
et the most competent assistants he could 
nd. If they happened to be foreigners 
that made no difference. The library staff 
could not be improved upon. I Know there 
been some criticism of these appoint- 
mente. It has been said that they were 
not desirable in every instance.

‘For instance, it has been charged that 
Mr. Sonneck, the chief of the music di- 
vision, and a German, carries his favorit- 
ism for compositions of the German school 
too far.

Made a Private Confession of His

Life Insurance Companies. 


THE PUBLIC STILL KEPT 
IN IGNORANCE OF IT 


Preliminary Hearing of Accused Man 
and Alleged Fellow-Conspirators Is, 
Set, for This Week, When Full 
Story May Be Told.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 27.— Though 
Dr. Richard G. Lightle of Searcy has 
turned up alive, proving that the charred 
body found the morning of May 23 lust in 
the debris of the burned Lightle harn in 
that town was that of Ed Piits, interest in 
the casc continues unabated.

In the two weeks the Lightle case has be- 
-e@ome the most sensational in the history of 
the state. Supposed to have been burned 
to death, his supposed remains buried with 
high Masonic honors, Dr. Richard Gq. 
Lightle. for some years a leading physician 
of White County, now returns alive and 
rests under the shadow of serious charges 
made against him in the name of the law. 

It is believed that he has made a full con- 
fession; for his relatives refused to make 
his bond until he did so. If he has, it has 
not been given out, and, so far as the pub- 
lic is concerned, the case is yet a mystery. 

In addition to Lightle, two other men are * 
resting under charges. Roberts and Greg- 
ory are chirged with exhuming the body |

Before leaving Searcy Dr. Lightle waived 
examination on the felony charges charges 
of corspiracy and arson, and the charge 
of grave-robbing, which is only a mis- 
‘demeanor in Arkansas, was set for hearing 
before a justice of peace Sept. 1. It is be- 
lieved that he will waive examination as 
he did in the other cases. The Roberts and 
Gregory cases are set for the sume day. 

Con'gressman 8. Brundidge, Jr., of Searcy 
has been engaged to assist in the prosecu- 
tions. It is understood that Roberts at- 
tempted to secure the services of United 
States Senator Jas. P. Clarke for the de- 
| fense, but could not do so. Senator Clarke 
gave as his excuse the plea that his time 
was occupied with political engagements. 

It ts understood that the insurance com- 
panies have positively entered into no 
agreement not to prosecute those implicat- 
ed in the alleged swindle, and on the other 
hand will do all in their power to punish 
the alleged conspirators. : 

It is believed that Lightle has mad¢ a 
confession to the agents of the insurance 
cempanies, as they appear to be well sat- 
isfied with the status of the case. In any 
event the full story of the case is expected 
to come out at the hearing Thursday of 
the three men for grave robbery, as that Is 
simply a misdemeanor and wholly within 
the jurisdiction of the justice of the peace. 
who will either acqvit or find them gulltv. 

Callers at the Fones residence in Little 
Rock, where Mrs. Lightle is staying, and 
where her husband joined her Thursday, 
were admitted to the presence of both. 
Mrs. Lightle was gowned in deep mourn- 
ing, though the one for whom she wore it 
stood by her side alive. Both declined to 
say anything whatever about the case or 
their plans for the future. 


Dr. Lightle 


Appears Nervous. 

Dr. Lightle appeared to be expecting a 
tlow from some quarter at any moment. 
His face was pale and wore a frightened 
lock. His hands twitched and he spoke in 
a monecsyllable manner. 

Dr. Lightle stands about five feet seven 
inches, has light hair and gray eyes that 
shift from place to place, never resting for 
an instant upon any fixed object other 
than the face of his wife, 

He is apparently strong of frame, with 
muscles well developed. Despite his pale- 
ness, it could be seen that he had remained 
out of dbors a great portion of the time.

Boys Tell of Night 
Visit to the Grave. 


The affidavits of two Searcy boys, Don- 
dridge McRae, a grandson of the late Gen. 
Dondridge McRae, and Kay Derner, are 
thought by the public to be strong proofs 
for the prosecution. 

The boys declare they saw Walter Greg- 
ory, who has made a confession, and Dr. 
Lightle drive to the Searcy cemetery. at 
night, The boys followed and saw them ap- 
proach the grave of Pitts. 

It ts alleged that Dr. Lightle, Walter 
Gregory and possibly others after plans 
had bean carefully laid drove to the ceme- 
tery at night and proceeded to the grave 
of Ed Pitts. The two boys had seen them 
going toward the cemetery and shadowed. 
Arriving at the grave Dr. Lightle and his 
companion are said to have begun digging, 
when Gregory was heard to ask what they 
would do if they were to be seen. Dr. 
Lightle is said to have replied that they 
would keep a close watch and if they 
should be discovered they would kill the 
persons who saw them and put the bodies 
in the coffin from which they were to re- 
move that of Pitts. This frightened the 
boys and they fled. 

Impelled by an insatiable curiosity, how- 
ever, they returned soon after and say they 
saw Dr. Lightle and Gregory remove the 
body from the coffin and place it in Dr. 
Lightle’s buggy, seating it upright in the 
seat beside him and placing Dr. Lightle’s 
vest on the corpse. In this way the body 
of Pitts was taken to the residence of 
Dr. Lightle, where it was buried near the 
tarn. It remained buried 2 hours and 
was then placed in the barn, which was de- 
stroyed by fire. 

It is said that the arms and legs of the 
corpse were cut off with an ax, that the 
body might be more readily handled.

There is renewed discussion of the ques- 
tion, Did Mrs. Lightle know anything of 
the alleged plot to swindle the insurance 
companies? The general belief is that she 
did not, and those who hold to this belief 
argue that her. action in returning the 
money to the insurance companies proves 
that she was innocent of wrong intent. 

Mrs. Lighte frequently visited the sup- 
posed grave of her husband, and on many 
of these visits was accompanied by her 
husbund's friend, James yY. Roberts, one 
of the men charged with having had part 
in the alleged conspiracy. 
placed great masses of 
grave. 

Mrs. Lightle and Roberts were much to- 
gether at other times, This was ac- 
cepted as natural. Roberts and Dr. Lightle 
had been great friends, and it was ceonsid- 
ered quite proper for the living man to try 
to cheer the widow of his dead friend.

But He Says Country Will Not Wit- 
ness Complete Change of Owner- 
ship Within Fifteen Years.

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—Ireland’s envoys 
to the convention of the / United Irish 
League of America, J. E. Redmond, M. 
P.; Patrick O’Brien, M. P.; Capt. A. C. 
Donelan, M P., and Conor O'Kelly, M. P., 
are in this city “ 

As the leader of the Irish parliamentary 
party all eyes on “the other side of the 
water’ are on John Redmond, and so are 
those of his countrymen and sympathizers 
in America today. 

Mr. Redmond is accompanied by his 
beautiful wife and daughter. In talking 
tonight of conditions in Great Britain, he 
said: 

“My object in coming to America at 
this time,’’ said Mr. Redmond, ‘‘is, in the 
iirst place, to attend the second national 
convention of the United Irish League of 


America, from which we have received 
great assistance in the past two years, 
morally and materially. In the second 
piace, I have been anxious to come here 
at this time because of the election which 
is impending at home and which must give 
to the Irish party a power that will place 
it in a commanding position. We need the 
sympathy of the people on this side of 
the water, we need their moral support. 
The moment is critical, and with their 
assistance we shall, I hope, be able to 
zrasp victory. 


“Present Government 
Doomed,” He Says. 


“The present government is doomed. It 
is certain that it is only a question of 


months, or perhaps only weeks, when it 
will have to face a general election. Mr 
Chamberlain, who broke u the Liberal 
party, has broken up the Unionists, and 
there ‘s no doubt that an election will re- 
sult in the defeat of the government. Out 
of this defeat will come the extra power 
that lreland needs. With 8 votes in the Im- 
perial Parliament, Ireland will be able to 
swing as it likes. It-will control the House 
of Commons, and with this will be able 
to purchase the freedom that belongs to 
her and her people. The signs point to 
cur getting something in the direction of 
home rule. 

“When our opportunity comes I want the 
party to be strong financially, and I have 
come here for the purpose of asking the 
auxiliaries of the movement to aid in get- 
ing together a fund that will enable us 
to carry all the seats to which we are en- 
titled In rleland. Not only have we strength 
in Ireland, but in Scotland and England 
the Irish vote is a big factor. The Irish 
vote there goes to whichever side is for 
Ireland. No matter what the party of a 
candidate may be, the Irish people In Neot- 
land and England vote for him if he 
stands where he should on the Irish ques- 
tion, and they bang the fellow who doesn't. 


“United Irish League 


Was Never Stronger.” 

“My stay here must of necessity be 
short, because of the conditions at 
home. I feel that I should be at the 
scene of action. Things are in a crit- 
ical state, and I should not be surprised 
if a call for the election were issued 
before I have started home. 

“The United Irish League was: never 
stronger than it is at the present time. 
Just before leaving Queenstown I had 
returns prepared, and they show a 
steady progregs in numbers and re- 
sources.” 

“Will you say a word, Mr. Redmond, 
about the industrial activity that is re- 
ported to be alive in Ireland?” 

“It is true that there has been a 
branching out of late along industrial 
lines, but it will never amount to any- 
thing until we have home rule. Much 
of the talk of industrial activity is 
merely talk. Let us have a national 
government first and industrial prog- 
ress will come afterward. It is all very 
well for men to advocate the aban- 
donment of political activity for indus- 
trial pursuits, but that is no more than 
quack medicine. It’s like putting a plas- 
ter on when you need something else. 
I eonsider the industrial movement ab- 
solutely heretic when a little ig, J of 
ignorant Englishmen are sitting in Lon- 
don making our laws for us. 


Land Purchase Bill . 
Working Well, but Slowly. 


“The land purchase bill is working well, 
but slowly. Say 15 years from now the 
whole of the land in Ireland will have 
cuanged hands, with some exceptions. 
There will be some landlords who will yot 
rive up their holdings, who will not sell, 
and who will have to he compelled to do 
There are some defects in the bill, but 
time they will be remedied.” 

Mr. Redmond thought it time to turn 
the tables. 

“Now, will you tell me something about 
the war?” he asked. ‘‘You know I haye 
been at sea for a week.”

TRACTION STOCKS LAGGARDS 


These Issnes Fail to Respond and the 
Week’s Closing Prices Show 
Little Change. 


That a gradual improvement is at last 
manifesting itself in the local market there 
can be no question of a doubt, and al- 
though this improvement is small, it is 
more than likely the forerunner of a more 
active and higher market to follow. 

It is usually noticeable that in an up- 
ward movement even in local sccurities, 
that a slight demand at a slowly-advaac- 
ing range of prices is first apparent through 
the inquiry of a smali investment cass, 
and this, as prices advance, at 
followed by speculative buying and a move 
active movement folloWs.

An adverse feature of the local market 
situation, and one that has been a decided 
detriment to a higher range of iocal stock 
values, is the fact that an exceedtigly 
large amount of cupital that has formeriy 
toupd its way into the investment and 
speculative markets is at present tempo- 
rarily tied up in concessions at the World's 
air. This has in a large measure been 
responsible for the extreme apathy mani- 
fested in the local securities marke: in the 
last three months. 

General conditions governing 
securities market have during ‘ihe pust 
week sliown no definite change trom the 
favorable conditions exisiing u week ago, 
and if anything the situation in general 
is slightly improved. 

Reports from the crops sections contin- 
gent to this city are in the main exceed- 
ingly favorable. Much needed rains have 
fallen during the past week in almost 
every county in the state, and the pros- 
pects for an exceedingly bountiful - corn 
crop are excellent.

Rush of Farmers to Sell Their Grain 
on High Market the 
Cause. 


NEW YORK FEELS IT, TOO 


——, 


Western Banks Are Drawing on 
Them and Reserving Internal 
Revenue Collections. 


NEW YORK, Ang. 27—The Evening Post, 
in its Wall street review today, says: 

“There was very little interest maaij- 
feasted in the stock market today, 
even after the bank return was published, 
showing a much smaller cash loss than 
the known moyements of money indicat- 
ed. Prices searcely fluctuated at all. 

“The discrepancy in the cash loss was 
probably due to the fact that the bulk of 
the withdrawals of harvesting funds was 
financed late in the week, and, for that 
reason, had little effect upon the ayerages. 
Surplus still stands at the highest lével 
for this date since 18, notwithstanding 
the falling off of $1,237,675, which the banks 
reyjorted today. 

“Trading in stocks was very limited, the 
market showing little animation except for 
the buying of St. Paul, which, on heavy 
buying, advanced to the highest of the 
year. Towards the close, the market re- 
vived. a little, and final prices were cn 
the whole about the best of the day. 


“High prices for wheat and cotton, with 
the unusual anxiety of farmers of the 
West to market their grain as early as 
possible, have burdened the banks with 
the heaviest demand for crop-moving cur- 
rency that they have experienced in this 
week for years past. While this initial] 
drain has been feit for the most part at 
western reserve centers, it has resulted in 
a large outflow of funds from this city, 
causing the currency movement to turn 
against New York this season a week ‘or 
two earlier than ordinarily happens. 

‘Besides the direct movement of cur- 
rency between the banks and considerable 
transfers negotiated through the subtreas- 
ury, banks of the West have resumed the 
practice of retaining sums received on in- 
ternal revenue collections and withdraw- 
ing funds on deposit here for paying what- 
ever excess amounts were due the gov- 
ernment. This process, of course, forces 
banks here to finance current obligations 
of the West, and aggregates a very heavy 
drain. ' 

“In addition to this demand. the local 
banks have also been called on to assist 
in the movement of Canadian crops through 
the withdrawal of funds for Montreal, 
which, with the outflow of gold to Ar- 
gentina, is likely to continue-at intervals 
for some weeks. The drain is not likely 
to be offset, was in part this week, 
through heavy payments’ here of drafts 
covering the. deposit of metal at the Pa- 
cifle coast. For these reasons, the move- 
ment seems now to have reached a rather 
critical stage, and upon its future develop- 
ment will depend largely the course of the 
money market, which for weeks past has 
been so easy as to have very little bear- 
ing upon the financial situation. 


Wild Crop Reports 
Still Pouring In. 


“While the excitement In the grain mar- 
ket has, {tn a measure, subsided, the fa- 
miliar crop damage reports are still being 
issued for the delectation of those who 
are foolish enough to believe half that is 
said about the injury to wheat in the west. 

“The sensational stories about the sgitu- 
ation in Manitoba, and the probability that 
most of the wheat there had been ruined, 
were without foundation. Just as soon as 
the facts about conditions in Canada be- 
came known, the price of the staple de- 
clined sharply and the rush to buy cease!. 
This gave the specuwators, of course, un 
cepportunity to clear heavy. profits on the 
decline, which they were not slow to avail 
themselves of, to the detriment of out- 
siders that had been inveigled into beliey- 
ing that $1.% wheat was in sight. While 
the performance was most deplorable, it 
wis possible only because of uncertainty 
respecting the outlook in sections where 
actual damage was done. Although eit 
has wrought unusual havoc this year. ‘its 
ravages are neither as extensive nor as 
detrimental as first reported, and in see- 
tions where we were led to believe that 
two-thirds of the crop had been restroyad, 
only insignificant damage has been done.

CROP MOVEMENT 


Comptroller of Curréncy Finds Satis- 
factory Condition After a Thor- 
ough Investigation. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—The following 
statement today was issued by the comp- 


troller of the currency: 

“Por the purpese of ascertaining the 
general condition of the national hanks 
as to thelr ability to meet the demands 
upon them incident to the annual move 
ments of the crops, the comptroller of the 
currency, under date of Aug. 4, 1904 sent 
to the national bank examiners ze the 
exception of those whose districts are 
comprised within the New Englafid states 
and the city of New York, a cifcular let- 
ter of inquiry containing t following 
questions: 


‘“‘l. Will the demand for yfur section be 
greater or less this year Ahan last, and 
will it come any earlier or/any later? 

‘3 Are the banks in your section better 
ot agen to meet the demand on them from 
their own resources than they have beén 
in the past year or two? 

“3. Will the money required by the banks 
in your district come mainiy from their de- 
posits in the reserve and central reserve 
citi or will they be large borrowers? 

“4. Will there be any increase or decrease 
jn the amount your banks will have to 
borrow ? 

‘Replies have been reeeived from nearly 
all the examiners, and the regult of this 
ary may be summarized follows: 

’ e demand will be about the same as 
last year and at about the same time, with 
the esepgtion of the followi states: Ala- 
bama, lorida, Georgia, Ohio, Minnesota 
and Wisconsin, where it will be greater 
and come two to three weeks earlier, and 
in Indiana and Missourl, where it will be 
less and a little later. 

“The banks are generally as well, but in 
most cases better prepared than they have 
been in the last year to meet the demands 
to be made upen them. The banks in the 
following are better prepared: Arizona, 
Delaware, Idaho. Illinois. Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, 
$e tans, New Mexico, New York; New 

ersey, Nebraska, Ohio, Oregon. Pennsy!- 
vania, South Dakota, Texas, Tennessee, 
Utah, Virginia, Wisconsin, est Virginia, 
Wyoming, Washington. The banks in the 
states of Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, 
Georgia, Indian Territory, Iowa, Louisiana, 
Missouri and Oklahoma are not as well 
prepared. 

“While the banks will depend mainly 
upon their deposits with reserve agents to 
supply funds for moving the crops, the 
amount of money to be rrowed will be 
about the same this year as last. There 
will, however. be some increase in the 
amount borrowed by the banks in Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Arizona, 
Indian Territory, Louistana, Missouri, New 
Mexico and Oklahoma, and a decrease by 
the banks in Delaware, Maryland, Michi- 
gam. Nebraska, New Jersey, South Da- 
kota, Texas and Virginia.” 


WALL STREET REVIEW.

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—There is (‘ittle 
to be said of today’s stock market. Trad- 
ing during the greater part of the brief 
session was very dull and narrow and the 
tone was rather irregular. London sént 
lower prices and the renewed activity in 
the commodity markets probably account- 
ed for the attitude of the trading ejement. 

A private estimate that the whé@t crop 
is likely to fall 250,000,000 bushels below 
that of 1901 and very much below that of 
last vear, commanded serious attention in 
many quarters. The. monotony of the day 
was enlivened by gossip that Union Pacl- 
fic and Missouri Pacific were to engage in 
rate cutting for steel products, also of a 
reported fight between the U. 8. Steel cor- 
poration and the Colorado Fuel & Iron 
Co. Rumors of a strike on the local ele- 
vated lines were authoritatively denied. 
There were fractional declines at the open- 
ing in St. Paul, Union Pacific, Atchison 
and Norfolk & Western. The half point 
break in Canadian Pacific was natural, in 
view of the proposed stock increase. The 
list steadied somewhat after the early re- 
action under the lead of 8t. Paul, which 
was taken in large amounts. Reading also 
came In for some attention. The publica- 
tion of the bank statement showing a 
much smaller loss of cash than had been 
gntcpe te was of sentimental value, even 
though the statement was based upon the 
so-called system of declining averages.

Cardinals Were Unable to Get Onto

JACK TAYLOR WAS A PICNIC 


Former Allowed Only Five Weak 
Hits, While Latter Was Ham- 
mered for Eleven. 


The first game of the series between the 
New York Nationals and the Cardinals 
resulted disastrously for the local team 
yesterday, Manager McGraw’'s men taking 
the victory without a contest, the final 
score being 9 to 3. For an hour and some 
30 odd minutes, the St. Louis players tried 
fn vain to obstruct the course of Pitcher 
Mathewson’s swift shoots, while the vis- 
ftors held a batting picnic at the expense 
of Jack Taylor. 

To lend variety to the game, the flelders 
of both teams handled their chances care- 
lessly, two of New York’s misplays aiding 
the Cardinals in tallying their three runs. 
Four errors are charged up for the locals 
and four of New York tallies resulted 
from the misplays. 

The loss of the game by the Cardinals 
js directly due to Mathewson, who allowed 
scattered hits. 
He held them safe at all times and had 
it not been for the errors in the first in- 


‘ning he would have placed a shutout to his 


credit. The New York batters played 
havoc with Taylor’s wide outshoot, driving 


*out 11 safe hits, six of which were good 


for two bases. All the doubles were out

New York Surgeon Tells Post-Dis-| 
patch Correspondent in Tokio of, 
Skillful Treatment. 


AMERICA HAS MUCH TO 
LEARN FROM THIS WAR

TOKIO, Japan, July 27.—The Japanese | 
army surgeons are demonstrating to the! 
satisfaction of medical men sent here by | 
various nations to study their methods that 
more men recover from wounds when oper- 
ations are not performed than otherwise. 

On the wounded of the armies of Japan, 
now in the field, the surgeons are operat- 
ing in very few cases; in no cas&do they 
operate until the second day, and then 
only as a matter of eXtreme urgency. 

In the main, the wounds of those shot 
on the field are dressed antiseptically by | 
the surgeons at the front, and the dressings 
are not removed until the soldiers are 
taken to a hospital, where there are per- 
fect arrangements for treatment of the 
wounded. Even then there aré few opera- 
tions, 

Up to the beginning of July over 1000 sick 
and wounded had been recely-a at these | 
‘two hospitals, Not a man -has died at 
either hospital. 

I met Surgeon-Major L. I. Seaman of 
New York, late surgeon of the First United 
States Volunteer Engineers, in cue 6f the 
hospitals. He was much impressed by the 
success of the Japanese treatment of the 
wounded. 

“After what I have seen,” he told me, as 
we left the hospital to get into our finrik- 


ishas, “I should hesitate to operate in a 
single case at the front. The feature of 
the Japanese surgeon's work is that he 
leaves the wounds alone, and there are few 
operations—indeed, almost none at all. Of 
course, theré are some few cases, aneurisms 
and such things, where the kinfe is used, 
but it is used no more than is absolutely 
necessary. 

“The ‘first aid’ dressing of the Japanese 
;}is very simple. When it is placed on the 
wound by the surgeon at the front it is 
not touched again until a hospital is 
reached. The wounds are usually aseptic. 
In fact, from Observations which I made in 
the Spanish-American war, the Boer out- 
break and the Boxer rising in China small- 
cultiber bullets are ustially aseptic and heal 
promptly. The wounds that are ragged and 
more extensive are caused mostly by the 
detachment of the jacket and the inraduc- 
tion Into the bullet of foreign articles, such 
as cloth, button, etc., by the lateral im- 
pingment of the bullet or ricoche. 

I have noticed that the wounds of the 
Japanese soldiers have very minute oricles, 
those of exit and entrance being hardly dis- 
tinguishable from each other in appear- 
ance.’ 

To my mind the ration issued to the 
Japanese soldiers has much to do with his 
immunity from suppurative conditions 
following serious injury. The freedom of 
the @nstitution of the Japanese soldier 
from inflammatory conditions or urea is 
largely the result of his diet, that of rice, 
fish and a simple vegetable. 

‘The goldier’s ration of rice,’’ I am in- 
formed, “is six ‘go’ or about 36 ounces, 
daily. A box like a cigar box for 100 cigars 
full of rice is served to each man three 
{imes daily, and in addition to that ration, 
wich costs three sen (three farthings) the 
men are allowed six sen (11%d) In peace

CARDIFF, Wales, Aug. 22. 

HE most remarkable feature of British in- 
@ustry during recent years has been the 
comparative absence of strikes. During the 
last ten years especially the number of strikes has 
continually diminished, and in 1902 there were 
fewer of these conflicts than at any time during 
the last ten years. Not only the number of strikes 
but the number of men affected, the number of 
Working days lost, and the amount of money ex- 
ey by both sides have been gradually dimin- 


The principal cause of this comparative peace in 
British industry has been the recognition in the 
fullest and freest way of the trade unions and 
' the creatiqn of boards of conciliation and other 
machinery for the settlement or disputes, These 
boards of conciliation grew up as soon as the 
wnions were recognized, and now exist in most of 
the important trades of the kingdom. In 1902 there 
Were 67 of these boards, which were known to 
have settled controversies and almost 1590 chases 
were brought before their attention. Of these 
@®ases, one-half were settled either by conciliation 
of by arbitration and the other half were with- 
G@rawn or were settled by private agreement in- 
Gependently of the board&® it is interesting to 
mote that, as in America, the two parties when 
Jeft to themselves usually agteed. Of the cases 
gettied by the boards, over three-fourths were ar- 
ranged by the parties themselves, and in only one- 
geurth of the cases was it found necessary or id- 
visable to call in an arbitrator. The importance 
of the settlement of 1500 possible disputes cannot 
be exaggerated and this settlement could only 
have been effected after a full and free recogni- 
tion of the unions.

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) when the. unions were not recognized and when 
war and not peace was the chronic condition of 
industry. Within the Mmitse of an article of this 
size, it is, of course, impossible to trace the growth 
of the general movement toward recognition and 
peace in all industries, but what has occurred in 

one industry, as for instance the coal industr7, 
is more or less true of others. 

In a large measure the prosperity of Great 
Britain has always depended upon its coal mines. 
Until three years ago the output of cval in Great 
Britain was greater than that of any country in 
the world, and although she has now been out- 
stripped by the United States, the number of min- 
ers in the United Kingdom is still far greater then 
in any other country in the world, In the year 
1902 there were considerably over 800,000 men em- 
ployed in the mines of the United Kingdom. These 
men are for the most part well organized. It is 
remarkable how rapidly the coal miners have de- 
veloped their organization in recent years, 
being about a quarter of a million men organized 
in 1897 and over half a million men, or over a quar- 
ter of all the trades’ unionists in the kingdom, or- 
ganized into miners’ unions in 1901. 

It was the mines. who, among others, le .in 
the movement towards conciliation and arbitra- 
tion, but for many years they met with the great- 
est difficulties, Before 1840 the condition of the 
miners was unspeakably bad, and during the 20 
years from 182 to 1871 the miners of Northumber- 
land struggled continuously for recognition. It 
was in the latter year that the Northumberland 
miners were finally recognized, and the experiment 
was 80 suceessful that recognition gradually fol- 
lowed in the other mining counties of Great 
Britain, and general agreements were everywhere 
made with the miners’ organizations. 

In casting about for a basis upon which to form 
agreements, the unions accepted the principle -vf 
the sliding scale. The sliding scale is based upon

the idea that wages must follow prices and that 


there | 


when the price of coal rises wages must rise, and 
when prices fall, wages must fall. Although this 
sliding scale was highly praised at first and wus 
joyously hailed as the solution of the whole labor 
problem, it soon began to show bad defects, In 
bad times the sliding scale led to price cutting of 
the most reckless sort, and wages fell below 4 
point at which it was possible to maintain a de- 
cent standard of living. The miners, especially in 
Yorkshire, demanded that, sliding scale or no slid- 
ing scale, a certain minimum wage must be ¢g 1ar- 
anteed, and it was claimed that prices could not 
and should not regulate wages. The miners as- 
serted, and this is now the contention of trades 
unionists throughout the world, that wages must 
regulate prices up to the point of guaranteeing a 
minimum living wage and that no industry or busi- 
ness that cannot guarantee this living wage has 
a moral or economic right of existence. 

This principle has now been adopted, at least 
in a qualified sense, throughout the minirg in- 
dustry of Great Britain, and it has been taken up 
and accepted by other industries. There now exist 
in the vartous mining counties of Great Britain 
joint boards of conctliation, whose duty it is to 
regulate wages according to the state of the in- 
dustry. The important thing, however, ts that a 
maximum and a minimum wage are established, 
so that the employer knows he will not have to 
pay above a certain amount, and the workman is 
assured that wages will not fall below a certain 
rate. Between these two points the rate of wages 
may oscillate according to the state of the in- 
dustry, wages rising in good times and falling in 
bad, but the norma! average state of the industry 
seems in the past to have given the miners some- 
thing like 15 per cent above the guaranteed min- 
imum. 

In these arrangements for joint agreement be- 
tween the mine owners and the mine workers evy- 
ery thing is done to insure peace as far as possible. 


The agreements are made for indefinite periods, 
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subject to termination upon three months’ notice 
upon either side. The joint committees are made 
up of an equal number of representatives frem 
each side, usually amounting to fourteen or fifteen. 
Wherever possible, the agreements are made with- 
out the intervention of an arbitrator or outside 
person, but permanent arrangements exist for the 
appointment of a fair-minded and disinterested 
chairman, whose services may be called upon in 
the evegt of a failure to agree. The manner of 
selecting this chairman is worthy of notice. Both 
sides attempt to agree upon the selection of a 
chairman who will act permanently, but it is de- 
termined in advance by the rules of the joint board 
that upon failure to agree upon a chairman, the 
speaker of the House of Commons will be request- 
ed to appoint a man who will act in this capacity. 
This system has worked admirably, both the min- 
ers and the operators appearing to place implicit 
eonfidence in the justice and fair-mindedness of 
the man appointed, even where they have failed to 
agree, and the selection has been made by the 
speaker of the House of Commons. 

The tendency in Great Britain is for the func- 
tions of the permanent chairman to become cven 
more important. When first called upon he seeks 
to conciliate the parties and to bring them to a 
common agreement; but upon failure to accom- 
plish this purpose he has the right to decide the 
case absolutely and to fix the wages at some )wint 
between the maximum and minimum. From this 
judgment there is no appeal. There is always a 
danger that an arbitrator will weaken the powers 
of the representatives of the two sides and enc»ur- 
age them to persist in unreasonable demands in the 
hope that the arbitrator may give them scme- 
thing, but it is noteworthy that in the British coal 
mining industry the great majority of the cases 
have beer decided not by the arbitrator but by 
common agreement between the parties.

The above description is true of the conditions 
as they heave existed in the British coal mining in- 
dustry during the last ten years.

It stands to her credit to say that she was not 
‘induced’ to attempt fickle fortune by coquetting 
with King Faro, Prince Roulette or Duke Dice 
But on the same evening, and at a late hour, she 
gave free reign to her charming, if rather fanvci- 
fui philosophy on what constitutes gambling, the 
bartender was surprised to find her bending over 
a roulette table dnd gently praying for the red 
‘or black, accordingly as she placed her money on 
either, to win. 

The gaping crowd nor the surprised expression 
on the faces of many who had digested her little 
moral lecture of an hour or two before, did not 
disturb the fair matron’s equanimity. 


“I couldn't resist the temptation.”’ she explained, 
“and I just had to risk the little pin money ! had 
with me.’’ It may be inferred she no longer has 
any pin money. 


This experience is typical at West Baden and 
French Lick, another historical resort within a 
few minutes’ walk of here. To play roulette, bac- 
carat, faro and poker is not merely a diversion, 
but the daily avocation of thousands who- come 
here for health and pleasure. The sport of chance 
is even more popular than golf, tennis, cricket 
and other outdoor amusements. It is so popular 
that the gambling palaceg@ clear up in the course 
of a year all the way from one million to three 
million dollars. 

At the present time the faro banks and roulette 
tables are shy an extensive patronage, and the 
daily receipts scarcely exceed fifteen hundred do!- 
lars. Out of this must come quite a budget of ex- 
penses, so that everything considered t'ie net 
profits for August will amount to only $75,900.

The question of rent alone is a very serious con- 
sideration. For the upper floor of a small frame 
structure, which is leased from the hetel com- 
pany, the managers of the West Baden institution 
pay an annual rental of $66,000. 

Think of it! The largest and best-appointed 
office building in St. Louis hardly commands such 
anincome. And itis all velvet to the hotel company, 
save of course for those incidental expenditures 
which necessarily arise in the purchases of treats 
for the law authorities when they come to town. 

Several years ago a man named Brown hap- 
pened to visit West Baden for the purpose of 
building up a shattered constitution. He didn't 
have a great deal of money, but he possessed 
a keen faculty for turning opportunity into the 
coin of the realm. He observed the prosperity 
of the gambling industry at this point, and saw 
how the little acorn of chance grew into a 
mighty oak bearing millions of dollars. ‘There 
Ww1s no gambling house then at French Lick and 
Brown inquired the reason. 

“We can’t make it pay,” he was told, “because 
all the sports bet their money at West Baden. 

‘“T can make it pay,’’ said Brown, appreciating 
the golden opportunity before him, and then he 
made his proposition. In effect Brown's proposi- 
tion was this: He would erect a small structure 
at his own expense and divide the profits equaily 
with the owners of the French Lick Hotel, after 
the first year, if there were any profits. 

That did not appear satisfactory to the party 
of the second part. Mr. Brown was asked to 
pay the hotel company $100 a month rent. To this

lease for one year. At the end of that period the 
hotel management doubled Brown's rent. When 
the third year rolled around it was trebled. 


When Brown sought a renewal of his lease in 
19038. he was informe’ that his privilege would be 
ussessed at the rate of $15,000 per annum, with 
the further provision that he should expend sev- 
eral thousand dollars in improvements on the now 
famous French Lick “Casino.” 


Summarizing briefly, the gambling houses at 
West Baden and French Lick pay an aggregate 
yearly rental of $71,000, which is approximately 4 
per cent on $1,800,000. Still, this rental is only a 
tritie.. The cost of maintaining them in generous 
fashion increases the outlay 20 or 30 per cent 
more. 

Plungers of world-wide reputation frequently 
make this their rendezvous during the spring and 
fall months. They think nothing of bucking the 
faro bank (for roulette is almost wholly the 
pastime of women) with fifteen or twenty thou- 
sand dollars at one sitting. 

Recently John J. Ryan, better known as “Baldy” 
of get-rich-quick fame, came here with a satche! 
full of money, intending perhaps to break the 
game. But he didn’t. Baldy arrived on Sunday 
and the gambling house, as is customary in defer- 
ence to the sacredness of the duy, was closed. 
“T am going to leave tonight,’’ Ryan announced 
to the gamblers, “and if you fellows want to give 
me a gafme you had better loosen the locks on 
that faro bank in a hurry.”” Baldy’s wish was 
obeyed and the game was opened ‘‘an the qvict."’ 

The sitting lasted eight hours. and when Ryan

VATICAN AND 
THE FRENCH 
MAY AGREE 


COMPROMISE WILL BE 
MADE, IT IS SAID 


Negotiations Are Now Under 
Way Looking to An Amia- 
ble Understanding.

ROME, Aug. 27.—Negotiations are now pending 
between the Vatican and the French government 
which promise to bring about some kind of a) 
understanding between the authorities concernec 
Cardinal Langenieux, archbishop of Rheims, his 
been sent for by telegraph, as Cardinal Richar. 
had deciined to undertake another voyage to Ron 
because of his feeble health. M. Deilecasse, th 
foreign minister, immediately granted permis. 
sion to the archibishop of Rheims to come t 
Rome, as it is thought the archbishop can be de 

- pended upon to uphold the interests of the Frem! 
government, even suggesting a compromise wit’ 
the Vatican. As soon as Cardinal Langenieux ar 
rives in Rome steps will be taken to draft a modi- 
fication of the existing concodat and submit th 
proposed changes to the French government. 

The principal point which the holy see wishes to 
modify in the existing treaty is that which relates 
to the appointment of bishops who practically ar 
now nominatei by the government authorities. 

The Vatican is willing to grant the French gov- 
ernment other concessions on condition that the 
Pope should have the absolute right of accepting 
or rejecting any or all names submitted by tui 
French ministry. Pius X is firm on this point, so 
much so that when recently M. Combes threatenec 
to fill the nine Vatican dioceses of France and le' 
the nomintes look out for themselves about ob 
taining the canonical investure from the churc} 
authorities, the Vatican let it be known through 
out Trance that any one assuming Episcopal au. 
thority, without the consent of the Vatican, would 
be immediately excommunicated. 

Another point of the concordat which will forn 
the subject of much discussion here and in Paris 
regards the relations of the holy see with th: 
elergy and heirarchy. The Vatican is determine’ 
that the holy see shall have the right of inflicting 
Gisciplinary measures upon any member of the 
French clergy or heirarchy who deserves pun. 
ishment, and in case the French government! 
should consent to forego the spirit of the organi 
erticles regarding this point, the Vatican authori. 
ties are willing to grant the French governmert 
the right of nominating all the incumbents of th: 
parishes, a right reserved by the concordat to the 
bishops. 

Cardinal Langenieux is to be charged with the 
conduct of the negotiations with the French off- 
clals. and there is much confidence in Vatican 
circles that he will succeed in bringing about en 
understanding. 

In the meantime hundreds of letters from 
French bishops and Catholic laymen continue t: 
arrive at the Vatican, alf protesting faithfulness 
and obedience to the holy see. The Duke de 

_ Broglie, member of parliament for Mayence, whor« 
constituents are mostly included within the limits 
of the diocese of Laval, has written to the Pope 
@ most important document, professing the right 

of the Vatican in the action recently taken agains’ 
the bishops and implicitly censuring Mer.

His House at Egham Is Under 
Investigation by Psychical 
Society Agents,

LONDON, Aug. 27.—Stephen. Phillips, the poet 
and playwright, has reported to the Psychical lic- 
search Society his experience with ghosts in a 
haunted house, which he had hired in the neiga- 
borhood of Egham, in Surry, in order to dedicate 
himself to his writings, away from the noise and 
strife of London. 

This beautiful spot on the river Thames, not far 
from Windsor, seemed an ideal place for the 
English tragedian. but it was not long after his 
taking possession of the house that he discovered 
that ghosts inhabited it. In his report to the 
psychical research societies he says: 

“Although the people of Egham knew that I 
had hired the piace for rest and quiet, no one wis 
kind enough to tell me that the house was thought 
to be haunted. As soon as I occupied it with my 
family the strangest noises began to bother 1s. 
During the night continuous knocks and the 
sound of footsteps troubled our sleep, and short- 
ly to these noises were added cires, as of persons 
ir distress because some one was strying to 
strangle them. 

“Even in broad daylight doors used to open and 
close by themselves, and especially when I ext 
alone in my study, when I could see the door aud- 
denly opened by invisible forces, and could hear 
the footsteps of an approaching. or departing in- 
visible visitor.” 

Other members of the family noticed the sam-e 
phenomena, among others a daughter of the plav- 
wright, who professes to have seen a little old 
man walking in the yard one night. 

The Psychical Research Society 
sent agents to take possession of the house, 
its members are now studying the phenomena. A 
tradition among the Egham villagers to the effect 
that over fifty years ago an old tramp had 
strangled a woman and her child in the house has 
been looked into by the members of the society 
and found trustworthy. 

In the meantime Mr. Phillips had to seek anoth- 
er country residence.

In a small subterranean chamber Mr. Evans found 
the furniture of a small! chapel and incased in the 
wall of the room a marble cross of the form 
now in use in the orthodox church.

statues of earthenware stood at the foot of tle 
cross, surrounded by many votive offerings. Ons 
of the statues evidently represents a goddess and 
two others her personal servants. 

The most surprising feature of the discovery ia 
the dress of the statues, which is entirely dis- 
sumilar from the dress of ancient Greeks and 
Romans, but resembles much more our modern 
apparel. The goddess is represented wearing a 
corset, similar to the ones used in our time by 
the gentle sex, and her jacket Is exactly as ts 
worn in the present day.

Her husband has been on board Ad- 
miral Togo'’s flagship, the Mekasa, during the 
entire period of six months. 

It was cabled that Prince Kwacho was 
wounded in the breast by a piece of shell when 
the Russian fleet made its attempt to escape 
from Port Arthur, Aug. 10, and has been 
valided home. The offshoots of this splendid 
pair are Prince Heroyoski, 8 years old; Princess 
Yasuko, 7 years, and Prince Hirotadt, 2 years. 

Royal Highness Fushimi ts the fourth daugh- 
ter of the Iate Prince Arizugawa.

T is a fact well known to followers of 
| of the national game that ball players 
are as supsceptible to applause as the 
most sensitive prima donna. Players who 
have been interviewed on the subject, say 
that it means a great dea] to them to have 
the good favor of the fans, and some go so 
far as to say that they cannot play good 
dall in places where they are subjected to 
the jibes of the rootera 
There may be players who are indifferent 
to tlhe opinions of the spectators, but they 
are a lonesome minority. Others seem to 
thri:e on roasts from the bleachers, but, 
as @ genera! rule, the player who is being 
constantly jeered will play worse ball than 
ever. A player who makes a misplay dur- 
ing a game is often roasted so that his 
work throughout the game is_ affected, 
whereas when a vopular man makes a 
“bull” he is excused and encouraged so: 
that he recovers himself and the error is 
forgotten. 


A good exampie near home, showing the 
varied relations between player and spec- 
tator, is the case of Jimmy Burke, third 
baseman for the Cardinals. Almost ever 
since Burke came here from Pittsburg, he 
has been the human anvil upon which the 
zealous knockers worked overtime with 
their hammers. A few costly misplays had 
given Jimmy the reputation of being un- 
reliable, and after that, no matter how 
many errors were made in a game, if he 
made one, that was the misplay that lost 
the came. It was always “Burke's fault.” 


St. Louis Fans 
Are Hard Losers. 


Burke was unfortunate in erring at criti- 
cal periods of the game and his mistakes 
were not to be easily overlooked. The 8t. 
Leuls fans are notably hard losers and it 
was up to Jimmy to earn his own redemp- 
tion and he has more than done so. 


When one contrasts the present attitude 
of the fans toward Burke with that of the

A team of ski.led players would never win 
without attention to combinations, the 
nerve to stand reverses, and the tempera- 
ment to obey orders and work as a happy 
family. 

Getting out all there is in a man is the 
highest attainment a manager can hope 
for, and often second-class material will 
beat out a fine string of players as the re- 
sult of clever hand.ing of the talent on 


Globe. 

Time has shown that the pick of the 
profession will seldom play well together, 
as each man retuses to yield to make.the 
combination necessary to success, and a/l 
feel as competent to handle the ship as the 
man in charge. 

All of the great teams of the past were 
developed from the ground up, mostly the 
work of some one man, as a board of dl- 
rectors never was known to make a success 
out of the playing end of baseball. It’s the 
old story of too many cooks spoiling the 
broth. 

The successes In baseball were orought 
about by about one dozen men, and Harry 
Write, A. C. Anson, Charley Comiskey, Ed. 
Hanlon, Frank Selee, Fred Clarke, James 
Murtie, Connie Mack and James Collins are 
among that number. John McGraw rust 
soon be classed with the number of suc- 
cesses, and no doubt many of the young 
men now in harness will develop into suc- 
cessful leaders. 

Speed is perhaps the first essential for a 
winning team, for without speed the team 
to win must be a phenomenal batting com- 
bination as well as strong in the field

afternoon in connection with the 

Olympic games, the third renewal of 
the ancient sports of Athens, is undoubt- 
edly the salient feature of the 1904 Olym- 
plad. 

The race is a revival of an ancient sport 
of the Grecians held on the famous bat- 
tle-field of Marathon in 400 B. C. The 
Greeks were the victors in that battle, and 
a number of skilled and hardened couriers 
ran from Marathon to Athens, a distance 
of 24 miles, to inform the Athenians of the 
victory. 


The Marathon race saw its revival in 
1896 at Athens, where the first Olympic re- 
newal was held. lLoues, a Grecian, won 
the race of that year. 

The winner of the second Marathon race, 
held at Paris, in 1900, was Teato, French- 
man, 


The coming Marathon race has a larger 
number of entries than either of the two 
previous. The contestants.number 30, which 
includes representatives from the United 
States, Canada, Greece, Cuba and Africa. 

The United States has the largest num- 
ber of competitors and for this reason it 
is hoped that an American will capture the 
race. Twenty-one of the runners are 
Americans, and of these 16 hail from the 
East; four from the Mississippi valley and 
one from the West. 

St. Louis will be represented by two run- 
ners, who are said to be in condition to 
run the race of their lives. L. P. Crancer 
and A. Heritage are the two local lads. 

From Chicago will come Albert Corey, 
who will fly the colors of the Chicago Ath- 
letic Club, He has been training all spring 
and summer on the track of Marshall Field.

Through Valleys. 

The course of the Marathon race will be 
through the picturesque hillsand valleys of 
St. Louis County. In some respects the 
course resembles the road from Marathon 
to Athens in that the hills are of about the 
same height as those of Greece. 

Commencing at the Stadium several laps 
on the third-of-a-mile track will be run, 
after which the contestants will depart 
through the east gate of the Stadium, pro- 
ceeding to Olympia way, to the county en- 
trance of the Fair grounds, from which 
point they will take to Forsyth boulevard, 
to Meramec avenue of Clayton, south to 
Sappington avenue, thence to the railroad 
bridge crossing the North and South road, 
south to the Manchester road. Turning to 
their right, they will take the Manchester 
road west to the Ballas road, at which cor- 
ner there isa brick church, thence on the 
Ballas road to the intersection of the Olive 
street road; east to the intersection in the 
North and South road to their right, going 
north on the North and South road and its 
continuation. 


From Meramec street, in Clayton, they 
will proceed to Forsyth boulevard, where 
they turn to their left, going east on For- 
syth boulevard to the county entrance of 
the World's Fair, entering which they pro- 
ceed down Olympla way through the east 
gate of the Stadium, where several laps 
of the track will be run, and the race wi)!

Rich Stake Has Seldom Been Cap- 
tured by Leading Youngsters 
of the Year.

HILE the Futurity is the most 
W valuable juvenile classic of the 

American turf, the stake has sel- 
dom been won by the champion youngster 
of the year. Hamburg, the best 2-year-old 
of his year, had no Futurity to his credit, 
and Cammando, Domino's greatest son, is 
not to be found among the winners of the 
great Coney Island clagsic. 

On the other hand, champions like Morel- 
lo, Proctor Knott, Domino and Requital 
have numbered the big stake among their 
conquests. 

Since the Futurity was established in 1888 
it has been won by few great horses, and on 
more than one occasion an ordinary colt 
or filly has scratched home first. 

Butterflies, a very cheap filly, captured 
the Futurity of 18M. L’Aloutte, another 
very ordinary filly, surprised all hands by 
winning the stake in 1897. Charcornac, 
Martimas and other horses that never 
amounted to anything afterwards are to be 
found among the winners of the Futurity. 

in view of the history of the stake it can 
readliy be seen that the winner of the 
Futurity is not always accepted as the ju- 
venile champion of the year. 

This season proved an exception, inas- 
much as three of the leading candidates 
for the stake went into the race with un- 
beaten records and were generally acknow!l- 
edged to be the best of their age in train- 
ing. 

Sysonby has been universially regarded 
as the champion colt of the year ever since 
he displayed such brilliant form at Brighton 
Beach and Saratoga. 

Tanya and Tradition had also earned un- 
questioned right to be classed with the 
best fillies ever seen in this country. 

No Futurity In the history of the stake 


ever brought together so many good colts 
and fillies. 


EASTERN JUVENILES THE BEST. 


So far as juvenile class is concerned the 
East is away ahead of the Wost.

Mexican President Makes Offers to 
High-Salaried Men at Heads 


atid of Departments. 


PLAN FOR MEXICAN LINE 


Secures Control of Vera Cruz and Pa- 
cific and Proposes to Greatly 
Improve It. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27—Representatives of 
the Mexican government save been in New 
York within the past few days closing the 
financial arrangements by which that gov- 
ernment assumes full control of the Véra 
Cruz and Pacific railroad, and agrees to 
expend $1,000,000 in putting the road in 
shape for speedy operation, 

Incidentally, these same representatives 
have brought from President Diaz tempt- 
ing offers to several American—or, as the 
Mexicans say, Yankee—railroad men to cast 
their lots with the Vera Crus and other 
railway lines in which the Mexican gov- 
ernment is interested. Current rumor men- 
tions the names of some high-priced oper- 
ating and traffic officers of the Pennsyl- 
vania and the Southern Pacific system who 
have been offered large salaries to go to 
Mexico. 


W. G. Raoul, at one time sident of 
the Mexican National, and well known to 
railroad mén throughout the United States, 
helped to negotiate the sale of the Vera 
Cruz and Pacific to the Mexican sovern- 
ment, and. it is expected that he wili 
have some connection with the executivs 
staff of the reorganized company. The 
Vera Cruz line was an American enter- 
pases. but, owing to a combination of un- 
avorable circumstances, caused the bank- 
ruptcy of its backer, the American Truat 
Co. Allan McLane of Baltimore was ap- 
— receiver of the trust company, and 
6 brought about a deal by which tae 
Mexican government agreed to take over 
the partly completed railroad and suar- 
antee an issue of $37,000,000 of purecnase 
mortgage bonds. Of this amount the Mary- 
land Trust Co. gets $5.000,000, one-hak of 
which is to be immediately expended in 
completing the road and the other haif 
will be reserved for future needs. 

President Diaz has en an active per- 
sonal interest in this matter and has in- 
formed jAmerican railroad. men that he pur- 
poses to have the Vera Cruz road completed 
as soon as porpible, and that he intends to 
secure the best ragiroad skill and talent 
that he can find available in the United 
States to help him operate the proverty. 
Possession of the completed Vera Cruz line 
means much to the Mexican government, 
for it will form an important link fn an 
extensive national system of railroads. 
President Diaz’s administration h very 
ambitious plans for railroad development 
throughout Mexico, and American labor 
American machinery and American railway 
equipment are to be the prime factors in 
this development. 

Already the Mexican ‘government has 
large interests tn the National Railroad of 
Mexico. running from Laredo, on the Tex- 
as border, to the city of Mexico; in the In- 
teroceanic railroad, which extends from the 
Citv of Mexico to Vera Cruz, and also in 
the National Tehauntepec railro which 
extends from the port of Coatzacoaicos, on 
the Gulf of Mexico, to Salina Cruz on the 
Pacific Ocean. Through Its control of the 
Vera Cruz railroad, the Mexican govert- 
ment will have a through line from he Rilo 
Grande to the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, and 
a transcontinental line from Vera Cruz on 
the eastern sie of the republic, to Salina 
Cruz, the most important port on the west- 
ern coust.

Pennsylvania. That a rattlesnake has a 
vein of inquisitiveness and domestic taste 
is often shown by his propensity to visit 
the abode of man. The blacksnake will 
sometimes crawl into an open window that 
is conveniently rear an overhanging Tree 
limb, but a rattler will invade a dwelling by 
way of the main threshold, and will display 
keen resentment if he be discovered and 
disturbed in his perigrination.

ELEVATOR TESTING; | 
‘TESTING OF NEW INVENTION, 


A number of tests have been made since’ 
last Tuesday by the Miller Elevator Co., 
115-117 Pine street, in the presence of Jo- 
seph G. Branch, city inspector of boilers 
and elevators. The invention is one of 
John J. Schwab, air safety, and was an- 
nounced a success. The first test was 
made from the first floor, the 
ond from the second floor, and there- 
after on all different floors, and on 
each floor the ropes were cut and the 
elevator fell with its inventor on it. The 
last test was to drop the elevator from the 
fifth floor, about’70 feet, carrying a pall of 
water, six eggs and 4000 pounds. The ele- 
vator dropped without cracking a single 
egg or spilling the water.

H¥ discovery of a lost city of antiquity in the land 
T where tradition has located the Garden of Eden in 

the plain between Tigris and Euphrates river, is 

the first great achievement of the Chicago University ex- 
ploring expedition in Babylonia. 

The ruins that have been wnearthed by Pref. E. J. 
Banks and his 120 native workmen are identified by him 
as the remains of the city of Adab, possibly the oldest 
city in the world, certainly one of the group of the oldest 
cities of which there is any knowledge or tradition. 

_ Prof. Manks began work on the mounds at Bismya early 
in the present. year. The location and vast extent of the 
ruins, «8 indicated by the tumuli that rise above - the 
level plain, promised from the first rich fruits to the e-- 
plorers. Thus, with the nearness of the rnins to Nippur. 
which have yielded the most splendid results of moder 
reasearch into the ancient history of this land where civ 
ilization if not humanity first.dawned upon the world, and 
their almost equal proximity to the ruins of the city of 
Ur of the Chaldeans, whose temples and places buried for 
thousands of years still sleep beneath the hillocks that 
risé on the banks of the Euphrates, excited the hope of 
the éxplorers that within these vast mounds they will fin: 
records of history that will antedate any that are now 
known to the warld. 

The ruins of the ancient city are almost in the center of 
the great alluviai plain between the Tigris and Euphrates 
140 miles south of Bagdad and 22 miles south of the 
mounds of Nippur. the site of the explorations of Dr. John 
P. Peters of New’ ork city, a decade ago. 

The evidences of ancient human habitation that led the 
explorers to work at Bismya consisted of a series o' 
mounds from 35 to 40 feet high that extended in a line 
along the valley plane over a distance of three-quarters of 
a mile. From these mounds to the ruins of Nippur di- 
rectly north are the remains of a very ancient canal known 
as Shatt-el-Nil. This connection of the two cities by an 
extensive waterway is proof of their intimate relition. 

It is the peculiar location of Adab that lends expecta- 
tion of discoveries.of extreme importance to the work of 
uncovering ita ruins. At Nippur the cuneiform inscrip- 
tions on some of the earlier tablets found by Dr. Peters 


ie vatbd, that sthe city of Bel, the “lord” of gods, was 1 
areat city, ‘the home of kings more than 4000 years be- 
foré the birth of Christ. But south of Nippur is believed 
by Oriental scholars to be the «seat of primitive human 
habitation. | 

A mound 70 feet high, on the banks of the Euphrates 30 
miles south of the ruins of Adab, marks the site of the 
Temple of the Moon at the city of Ur of the Chalde ns. 
where in the reign of Khammurabhi, King of Babylon im 
2400 B. C., Abraham, the father of Israel, set forth on his 
journey into Canaan. And for centuries before this had 
heen the capital city of Babylonia, while Babylon was not 
known to fame. 

All about Adab are the relics of a most anc’ent civiliza 
tion. 

To the east lay the rnins of Shirpuria (now Tetlo) on 
\the canal that 5000 years ago connecte| the Tigris and 
the Euphrates. Here recent explorations brought to life a 
litrary of 30,000 inscribed tablets. To the southwest are 
Brech and Ellasar of Biblical fame, the latter the seat of 
the worship of the sun god. 

From the inscriptions on the bricks of the buildings 
first uncovered Prof. Banks learned that the ruined city 
was named Udnunki. But, as was the case at Nippur, the 
city was built upon the ruins of another city, and that still 
upon another. Deep down in the soil beneath the ruins 
were other ruins, centuries older than those above them, 
‘and from these Udnunki was identified also as the Adab 
that far antedated the days of Abraham. Adab was old 
when Babylon was in its infancy. It was, like the Ur 
of te Chaldeans, a city of the fabled ¢ olden times, when

the official mark. Flanagap just a few weeks ago threw 
the ‘wammer 15 inches ayer his record, and shouid do bet- 
ter bere, Flanagan, Mitchell or Sheldon should thré¢w the 
56- pound weight for a record, Sheldon having recently ac- 
coniplished @S- feet in practice. The discus is sure to 
be thrown farther than Sheridan threw it at Celtic Park, 
for Rodman of the Chicago Athletic Association has done 
-hree feet better in practice, and Sheridan, the world’s 
champion, and re the Greek champion, are both 
to reckon with. 

“In ‘speed events the 60-meter mark is sure to go, and 
both the 100 and 200 meter runs should be made in new 
time by either Rice of Chicago University or Hahn of 
Michigan. The 800-meter record should be easily broke» 
by Breckenridge of Milwaukee Athletic Club, Parsons of 
Yale, or Valentine. The 200-meter hurdle mark is likely 
ito be lowered by Harry Hillman of the New York Athletic 
Club, or Mike Bartman of the Milwaukee Athletic Club, 
and the 400-meter hurdle is apt to go to Hillman’s credit. 
Ewry is quite likely to beat his own record. in all three of 
the standing jumps, and anybody is apt to make a new 
hop, step and jump mark. Of course we eee new 
record in the Marathon race.” 

Twenty-six events constitute the Olympic games, which 
will be contested at the World’s Fair, and 16 world’s cham- 
pions now occupy a niche in the hall of athletic fame. It 
is for these niches that the several hundred candidates 
entered will contest, and for which they have been in train- 
ing many faithful, patient weeks. It is to wear the wreath 
of fame that adorns the ancient Greek athletes that the 
best manhood 6f today will be exerted in the Stadium. 

A model athletic field has been prepared for the sports. 
The track is one-third of a mile in circumference, with a 
220-yard straightaway that is twenty-five feet in width. 
and without a doubt the largest and most perfect track 
in the world. The make-up of the track is very good, 
and during the A. A. U. championships in June a New 
PYork athlete was heard to say, “That is great; thought 
[ was on springs.” 

“The infield is amply wide and the hammer and discus 
throws can be held without danger. The pole vault and 
jumping pits are in such a position as to be seen from all 
parts of the inclosure. 

A mighty grandstand has been erected of stone, which 
renders it fireproof, and if need be the seating capacit 
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ean be tatsed to fully 10,000. Unlike many stands, if 
runs straight for about 150 vards and at both ends slants 
at u slight angle, which makes it possible to see the 
finishes from the ends of the stand as well as the center. 

When the American team of about twenty-five men 
went to Athens in 1896 they won the majority of the 
events. On this occasion America was represented by 
teams from the Boston Athletic Club and the Princeton 
team. 

in. 1900 at Paris the Americans, numbering fifty men, 
excelled in everything but the distance runs, a Frenchnian 
winning the Marathon and an Englishman capturing the 
runs. 


The American team won nineteen out of twenty-one, 


losing the half-mile steeplechase and Marathon runs. 
hile it is not known whether the Americans will over- 
come their weak points at the Olympic games this Keason 
it is generally believed that an American will win the 
Marathon race. This event, the most ancient classic of 
the Greeks, has never been won by an American, and 
this year the athletes of this country are preparing 
especially to win it. 

John 8S. Lordon of Boston, who is the American cham-

pion of this event, will in all probability enter, and ex- 
pects not only to retain the title of American champion 
but to win the Olympie championship. 

Michael Spring, who won the Boston Athletic Asso- 
ciation Marathan recently, will try for world’s honors, as 
will Sam Mellier of Yonkers, who won the event at the 
Pan-American Exposition. 

Frank Pieree, the Indian runner of New York reserva- 
tion, has expressed his intention of starting in the event 
and has a good chance of winning. 

B. W. Harris of Cape Town, South Africa, now located 
with the Boer contingent at the World’s Fair, has entered 
the twenty-five mile event, and while he is not widely 
known as an athlete in this country, is favorably known 
in South Africa, where he has won many long-distance 
runs. 

The @lympie Athletic Club of San Francisco will also 
be strongly represented in the games, and a try-out will 
be held for the selection of Marathon candidates shortly. 

The record for, the long-distance run is held by J. J. 
Caffery of the St. Patrick's Athletic Club of Hamilton, 
Ont. In 1901 he made the run in two hours and twenty- 


nine minvtes. It is expected with a great number of men 


starting in this event the time will be greatly lowered. 

Another interesting event will be the international tug- 
of-war, open to teams of five men each, the weight to be 
unlimited. The Olympic committee has decided that for- 
eign teams can be made up of foreign residents of the 
United States and Canada, and the result is bound to be 
that many will avail themselves of this privilege of or- 
ganizing teams. 

Arrangements have already been made by several local 
athletic organizations and turnvereins to enter teams, and 
many are already practicing for the event. 

Germans have taken a great interest in the tug-of-war, 
while several teams of Bohemians and Italians will prob- 
ably be formed. The physical culture department has re- 
ceived communications from Ireland, Sweden, Norway and 
Italy regarding the tug-of-war competition. 

The referees who will officiate at the games will be 
Walter H. Linginger of Milwaukee, president of the 
Amateur Athletic Union of the United States; Bartow S. 
Weeks of the Metropolitan Association of the A. A. U.; 
Gustavus T. Kirby of the A. A. U.; C. Whitney and David 
R. Franeis, who will referee the Marathon. The hon- 
orary referees will be Frecerie J. V. Skiff of the Louisiana

The rope of 30 pearis was specially selected with great 
eare by one of the Tiffany experts. Of these 24 of the 
pearls are white and. the other six are black. They are 
strung on one gold wire—four white pearls and then a 
black pearl. On either side of each black pearl is an 
oval-shaped diamond. ‘ This rope is valued at $15.000, 

The other pearl rope is a splendid example of the jew 
eler’s art. There are 77 white pearls on the string, grad- 
aating from the size of a marble to the size of a pea. Be- 
tween each two pearls is a diamond rondel. At each end 
of the rope is one solitaire pearl, larger than any of the 
others, set in a halo of diamonds. 

The pearl brooch is a marvel. It consists of three large 
pearle, mounted in a row on a gold bar pin. Each one of 
the three is a diflerent color and the arrangement is un- 
surpassed. The first of the three is a delicate pink, the 
second is white and the third is a soft steel gray They 
are each large, perfectly matched as to size and shape, 
with a smooth, satiny surface that adds so much to the 
value of the gem. The three cost Mr. Goelet $40,000. | 

The bracelet of cabochon rubies and diamonds is value: 
st $15,000. Each ruby weighs four earats and is superbly 

it. The diamonds are cut exactly similar. The Tiffanys’ 
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stones around which they are set. Each turquoise is oval- 
shapeal, about two inches long by an inch and a half 
across. They cost $3000 apiece. 

The solitaire pair] ring is one of the largest im the coun- 
try. It is about the size of a Concord grape, perfect and 
symmetrical, and of the softest hue. It is valued at $15,009 
and will be worth more as pearls grow more valuable and 
more difficult to find. 

The solitaire sapphire and solitaire ruby rings are each 
valued at $1500. The cabochon emerald ring weighs about 
five carats and is set off by small diamonds on each side 
of the larger stone. It is valued at $2500.

The real “champagne rush” is expected to begin onl) 
with the on-coming of the hosts from the Atlantic sea- 
board in September and October. The “champagne season” 
is just opening, for the high livers from New York and 
other eastern cities are now arriving. It was the great 
ventral West that saw the Fair during the summer 
months, and the West does not lead in champagne drinking. 

Yet the amount of that drink consumed appears large 
enough to astonish the unintiated. A hundred banquets 
have been held since the opening of the Fair, and cham- 
pagne is essentially a festal draft. 

The health of the ruler of every nation has been toasted 
here, and the largest banquet ever held in St. Louis was 
that of the Missouri Bankers’ Association early in June. 

A thousand cases of imported wines have been received 
in bond for the use of foreign commissioners to the Fair. 
They brought their own drinks from their native lands 
and served them lavishly in entertaining at downtown 
clubs, or at their homes, or at the Fair. Conventions and 
national gatherings of various kinds brought to St. Louis 
by the Fair have contributed to the downtown consump- 
tion of Champagnes, and have swelled the totals to astound 
ing figures, . 

Conraa Haas, bar manager for the Luchow- Faust res- 
taurant in the Alps, declares that he has handled 2000 
cases of champagne and 129,600 gallons of beer. Allowing 
as much more champagne and three times as much more 
beer for the Exposition aggregate, the grand total figures 
of £18,400 gallons of beer and 4000 cases or 48,000 quarts 
of champagne are arrived at. The combined total of those

From this dizzy height, three 
times greater than that of the Eiffel tower at Paris, wire- 
less telegraph messages could be sent to the uttermost parts 
of the republic, advertising the World’s Fair far and wide. 

Or, if material should be needed for a greater Ferris 
wheel, the barrels required to hold the beer consumed 
would reach 36 times around the circumference of the 
great observation wheel. The iron in the hoops would 
alone support the structure. 

The biggest fire that might break out among the Ex- 
position buildings could easily have been extinguished with 
the 530,000 gallons of precious fluid that have been used in 
quenching thirsts, and if water should fail with which to 
irrigute the lawns and keep alive the flowers, a grand land- 
scape mosaic could be designed and executed in the vari- 
colored bottles such as no artistic brain has yet onceived.

A process of making beer kegs out of uld 
steel rails; Joseph C. Heslop of Joliet, IL, 
the inventer, believes is to make him 
wealthy. 

fn his valise Mr. Heslop cafries a small 
model beer keg, made out of polished steel, 
which he says will within a few years do 
away with the old and cumbersome wooden 
kegs entirely. ‘The steel is only 1-16 of an 
inch thick and the keg weighs only a few 
pounds, but its inventor claims that it 
will stand three times the pressure that a 
wooden keg will, and that it can be made 
for one-third the price of a wooden keg. 
The keg is made in two pieces, the joint 
being hidden by a steel band. The bung 
hole is hermetically sealed by a patent con- 
trivance, which requires a key to unlock !t. 
The hole is graduated to fit any size of 
spigot. 

Any kind of steel is used in its construc- 
tion, but Mr. Heslop is now using old steel 
rails. The interior of the keg is covered 
with a pitch preparation used in wooden 
‘<ogs, to keep the beer from tasting of the 
metal,
